From Wednesday's Dally. 


There were lively scenes in Justice Al- 


bert's court on ye«terd»y afternoon, be- 
tween four and five o'clock. A crowd of 
about 150 men were present, all impa- 
tiently waiting for the Justice io render 
his decision in the case of the People vs. 
Timothy Condon, the depot policeman, 
who was arrcsteo aud tried for striking 
George G Roby, a Wabash engineer, over 
the bead with a billy with intent to do 
bodily injury without just provocation. 
The offense was commuted cm 'ho 4th 
inst., when Condon arrested Fidler, the 
WabaBh fireninn, whom Roby WHO endea- 
voring to lake to bis room. The attor- 
neys on both sides and the defendant being 
present, Justice 
Albert proceeded 
to 


suu) up tbe case, aud indicated in the 
course ot his remarks thai he believed 
from ibe evidence that Condon bad ex- 
ceeded ibe limits of his authority and 
bud violated the statute in striking Roby, 
aud that tbe defendant should D« fined 
$25; whereupon Thomas Lee, one 01 Con- 
don's counsel, jumped to his feet ID a 
rage aud slated that Condon conld not be 
fiued for the offense with which ho wae 
accused, and that to place him under 
bonds fur bis appearance al ibe May term 
of court, would be a damnable outrage. 
Ue became very much excited an be pro- 
seeded with bis torrid remarks, and Una- 
ly sank into bia scat, no doubt thinking 
be had beaded off tbe unfavorable decision; 
but Condon's other legal representative, 
I. A. Buckingham, put Tommy to ebaine, 
by making a sensible and pacifying 
speech—one that was a just upoiogy to 
the court and a credit to himself as a 
lawyer and a gentleman. Tbe counsel for 
Ibe prosecution, Messrs Ewing aud Park, 
also followed in short speeches, rebukiuK 
Lee, and receiving the applause of the 
spectators. Mr. Ewiog was particularly 
severe in bis remarks. 
Finally it was 


decided, beyond question, thai the Jus- 
tice was compelled eilbcr to place Condon 
under bonds or discharge him. Tbe de- 
fendant was then held to await the action 
of ;tbe May grand jury, and his bond was 
fixed at $100. The decision was greeted 
with uproarious applause 'rom those be- 
yond the railing, and Lee sauntered out 
of the rocjiu in a bull. 
After the decision, 


hud been rendered, Condon rose from his 
neat in front of the table and passed 
around toward Albert, in what appeared 
to be a threatening manner. 
U was 


thought by several parties standing near 
that tbe knight of the bV*ly intended to 
assault Albert, and they stood ready- 
to interfere; but Condon, who seemed 
very much excited, made no motion to 
sirike; be lifted bis right hand and shook 
bin list nearly io th.T face of ihu Justice, 
and said something^*) the effect that he 
was in the ring or clique, or be would not 
have decide i the case as be did. A few 
more sharp words were spoken and court 
adjourned. 
Afterward Albert and Coo- 


don had another confab, in the course of 
which tbe Justice slated th^t if be had 
done bis duly he would have fined Lee 
and Condon each $oO for their unbecom- 
ing conduct. This naturally had a ten- 
dency to raise another storm in the tem- 
ple of justice, but peace was happily re- 
stored by Mr. Buckingham taking Con- 
don by ihe arm and leading him out of the 
room. 


The decision of Justice Albert mani- 


festly met with the approval of the ma- 
jority in the court room at the time it was 
delivered, and the matter is the subject 
of get-oral comment among our people to- 
day. 


At the meeting of the city council on 


Monday evening last, the trouble between 
Condon and Roby was discussed, and 
the matter was referred to Mayor Wag- 
goner and Marshal Baker for investiga- 
tion 
To-night the council will meet In 


adjourned session, when the Mayor and 
Marshal will doubtless refer tbe council 
to tbe testimony sworn to at the trial, the 
substance nr which will be presented in 
writing. Whether or not Condon will be 
suspended from the force is now a ques- 
tion which is uppermost in the minds of 
parties directly interested. Condon gave 
the required bond aad is at liberty.

the practice of loading down Congress 
with private business. 
He said that 


our National Assembly was the only 
one in the world that permits itself to 
be encumbered by desks. 
Neither the 


House of Commons nor the French As- 
sembly permit their use, and they are 
in one sense a great hindrance to the 
publio business as well as an "Conven- 
ience to a deliberative body. 
Without 


desks the House could get along with 
500 members more easily than it can 
now with 300. The necessity tor them, 
Mr Hawley says—and this is a point 
seldom noticed,—is that members are 
overwhelmed with private business that 
ought never to come before Congress at 
all. 
Fully one-talf the time of Con- 


gressmen, in committee, in session, and 
in their correspondence is consumed in 
the consideration of matters that are 
not of a public nature. 
This infliction 


might be borne patiently if the private 
business were actually dieposed of in 
an equitable manner. But it is notori- 
ous that such is not the case. 
Three- 


lourlhs of all the claims are postponed 
aud carried over from session till ses- 
sion until the money or the persever- 
ance of the petitioner is exhausted. 
If 


all this petty business 
were sent to 


courts established for the purpose, the 
publio business 
coulJ 
be 
dispatched 


in less than half the time now required, 
a very corrupting influcnc" would be re- 
moved from 
the halls of legislation, 


and members would have leisure to at- 
tend to the duties which they arc nom- 
inally elected to discharge. 
A remote 


consequence of such a change might 
also be the removal of the desksi' and 
i)n increase in the membership of the 
House sufficient to give all sections and 
interests adequate representation. Such 
is the drift of Mr. Hawley's argument, 
who, it will be observed, is a firm be- 
liever in the utility of a large House, 
other things being equal. 


.OVER eighteen million bushels of 


wheat were shipped to Europe by way 
of the Mississippi, last year, without 
oss or injury to a single bushel. 
This 


demonstrates the absurdity of the pre- 
tense long set forth, that wheat was 
iablc to be damaged by transportation 
through the warm climate of the Gulf. 
The success of last year will be followed 
by the shipment of tens of millions of 
bushels this year, and the great Missis- 
sippi is likely to be made tho favorite 
route for transporting the vast grain 
product of the west to the Atlantic sea- 
board and to Europe. 
The cost is fif- 


teen to twenty cents per bushel less 
than bv rail to eastern ports, and the 
saving is ol immense consequence to 
western farmers. 


SPEAKING of Parnell's visit to France, 


an exchange says : "The visit of Parnell 
to France in the interest of the Land 
League is one of the most promising 
episodes in the history of his agitation. 
The sympathy of France with the Par- 
nell movement has been not less lively 
nor widespread than the sympathy of 
the United States. 
For a wonder the 


leading French papers have even had 
reports of the situation, and have de- 
tailed the events and the aspect of the 
trouble in a manner quite unusual in 
dealing with events outside of France. 
France is now a genuine republic, in 
sysmpathy with all efforts 
to enlarge 


the area ot freedom and to remove the 
restrictions of antiquated oppression.

the sun. Tempests powerful enough to 
sweep every living thing Irom the face 
of tbe earth, bave spent their force 
upon the great glowing orb, and their 
effects have been visible At this dis- 
tance of ninety million odd miles. 
Those who have not looked at the sou 
through a telescope since 1878, when 
its broad disk was as free from epots as 
the po'isbed gold ease of a watch, 
would be astonished at the change in 
its telescopic appearance. It is now 
like tbe shield of a warrior, dented and 
pierced by many fierce gtrokes. 
On 


some days an opera glass powerful 
enough to define the curve of an ac- 
tress's eye-brow has sufficed to show 
tbe dark nucleus of a solar cyclone.

ly and in pairs. 
Huge groups have 


been seen lo split up, smaller spots 
bave been formed and destroyed in a 
few hours. 
Whether, as some have 


supposed, these spots are caused by 
ihe fall of enormous meteoric masses 
upon the sun, or are produced by the 
up-rush or down rush of gaseous mat- 
ter, or as tbe result of both these 
causes, the effect upon the observer is 
tho same. 
He cannot escape the im- 


pression that the great fire-ball ho is 
looking at ia the sport of elemental 
forces of the most gigantic power and 
activity. 


There bave been only three clear 


days during January, when with an 
ordinary spyglass, the sun's disk ap- 
peared unspotted. 
The BUD storms are 


not likely to decrease in fury for some 
years yet. 
Tbe new spot period is just 


beginning, and before it passes astrono- 
mers hope to have learned far more 
about this interesting and puzzling sub- 
ject than they know now. The weight 
of evidence shows that (here is a close 
relation between the condition of the 
sun and the earth's meteorology. Hun- 
dreds of telescopes are daily turned 
upon the sun from all quarters of ihe 
earth, and careful records of observa- 
tions arc kept. Then has been a vast 
advance in our knowledge of the great 
luminary since the second 
Hersohel 


suggested that, only some twenty years 
ago, that the curious bright spots in 
the sun known as willow leaves might be 
gigantic living beings, whose intense 
vitality made them glow so dazzlingly. 
Yet what has been learned is slight in' 
comparison with what remains to be 
learned.

fitting part of his greatness, nor could 
I suggest an element of greatness that 
was lacking.

vista of twenty years, his character 
looms up full, majestic, complete.

A Wonderful Winter. 


From the New York Sun. 


This winter ie one of exceptional sc 


verity in Europe aa well as in all parts 
of tbe United States. People bave 
been accustomed to congratulate them- 
selves on tbe milder climate of the 
states and territories of the Pacific 
oo»st, where tbe air is so tempered by 
a warm current from the shores of Ja- 
pan that snow and iee are rarely seen 
there; but this yes>r they are greater 
sufferers than we on the colder Atlantic. 
While the states east of the Rocky 
Mountains have experienced the dis 
comforts of severe oold, OD the other 
side of tbat range there has been im- 
mense destruction of property by floods 
that bave surpassed in extent anything 
ever recorded before. 
The devastation 


caused along tbe line of the Central 
Pacific and in the valley of the Sacra- 
mento has been announced by telegraph, 
but later reports from Oregon show 
that also in one of tbe choicest farming 
regions of tbat productive state there 
has been eerious and widespread disas- 
ter. 
Meantime we bear that in parts 


of Mexico persons have frozen to death; 
tbat in Holland the dykes have been 
swept away by the sea and a whole 
province inundated, causing great loss 
and suffering; that in London there have 
been floods and snow-storms that neces- 
sitated a temporary suspension of all 
business and inflicted damage to tbe 
extent of $10,000,000; that in .Russia 
large colonies of Germans have been 
reduced to extreme destitution, and 
that in France the military bave been 
called out to assist in clearing tbe roads. 
This is an extraordinary list of damages 
from storms and winter's oold, and will 
doubtless be regarded by sime as a ful 
fi lim m ot the predictions that serious 
disturbances of tbe elements would be 
occasioned this year in consequence of 
tbe position of the planetary bodies, 
while those who have announced 1881 
as the date of the end of the world will 
doubtless begin to set their houses in 
order.

The yield per acre the pns.t eeasoD is 


somewhat over the average for'a period 
covering the past twenty-ODe years, but 
is less than the average of 1879 by five 
bushels per acre. 
The improved moth 


ods of farming recently adopted by 
Ktany of the farmers in tho corn belt 
have had much to do with tho yield ob 
tamed last season, which is a fair aver 
ago considering tho protracted drouth 
i> the central division of tbe State. 
Tbo largest average yield of corn is re- 
ported as grown on low and flat land;- 
that have recently been reclaimed by 
drainage. 
The average yield of corn 


p«r acre for the State last season was 
thirty-three bushels, and has been ex- 
ceeded the past twenty-one years as 
follows:
